Engineer Says Whole Town Could Be Sewered

Several phases of the general sewerage 


problem were discussed at a public meet- 
ing of citizens in tbe court room, Monday 
evening. At the invitation of a committee 
appointed by town council, on motion of 
Captain Calun Gilbert, T. Chalkley Hit- 
ton, a civil engineer of Wilmington, Del., 
was invited to come to Gettysburg, look 
over town and tell oar people wbat can 
be done in tbe line of building sewers. 


President of Town Council Wesley Oy- 


ler called tbe meeting to order and stated 
He object. William McSberry, Esq., was 
named at permanent chairman. Tbe lat- 
ter accepted tbe chair with some reluc- 
tance, stating tbat probably it waa not 
wise for him to act aa he waa already con- 
nected with one sewer company. 


Mr. Harry Buehler, on being called on 


for his opinion, related 
that several 


mouths ago, shortly after his return to 
Gettysburg, he was called to a meeting in 
the office of Martin Winter, where a num- 
ber of citizens discussed the project of 
building a sewer for tbe Northern end ol 
town. He said that it was bis opinion 
then as it is now tbat the only way private 
individuals should undertake such work 
should be to have a general plan laid out 
for tbe whole town.one tbat would provide 
lor sewering the whole town not only.now 
but twenty years from now, and from 
thia general plan of tbe sewer, private 
parties oonld build their lines. He said 
that he waa not willing to go into m^h»p- 
hauard system of newer building. He 
favored a general sewer system, remark- 
ing tbat a> the town has a gas, water and 
electric light service there is no reason 
why all the citizens ahonld not receive the 
benefits of a complete sewer system. 


John M. Warner said that BO far as be 


was concerned he waa provided with a 
sewer, but be thought that there should be 
a general sewer system for the whole town 
and be believed tbat a great many people 
wonld be willing to go into it. He be- 
lieved it would be a paying venture and 
the only way lo do it would be for the 
borough to put down the sewer and com- 
pel the people to put in connections.

George E. Stock, on being called on, 


said tbat he thought tbat before discuss- 
ing the matter of sewerage that it was no 
more than right that the engineer should 
give an idea of the cost and talk over the 
matter of details afterwards. 


Engineer Hatton 
introduced hia re- 


marks by stating that no community of 
people, after a water supply is introduced, 
should fail to provide themselves with a 
sewer lor tbe reason that much more 
water is used than when it ia drawn from 
wells. The refuse matter from the kitch- 
ens wheu decayed will cause as much 
trouble, be as injurious to the health of 
citizens aa other fetid matter. Tbe water 
in the streets can be carried off to a 
large extent by means of surface water 
courses. However after water rune in tbe 
gutters for more than thiee squares it be- 
comes a flood in times of heavy rains and 
may work injury to streets and gutters. 
He said that we have a comparatively 
good sewer in Stevens ran but that there 
are certain places, where the pipe ia 
broken that is not conductive to health. 
In bis brief observations on Monday be 
eaw places that should be reported by the 
Board of Health. 


He then went on to say that there are 


certain boroughs in which he would not 
advise the introduction o! a sewer system 
because they could not stand the expeme 
but in bis drive around town the prosper- 
ity of our people as evidenced by the 
handsome residences showed that Gettys- 
burg has the means to erect a sewer 
system. He said tbat the system which 
wonld be satisfactory for this town would 
not necessarily be an expensive one, tbat 
it would probably be best to have two 
systems one for surface drainage of storm 
water acd another for fetid matter. For

having a system designed by some'one 
having a knowledge of sewer building he 
said he bad no personal interest in it l>ot 
tbat it was the only way to go about solv- 
ing the problem.

on haphazard sewer building in Gettys- 
burg to bave almost built a first class sys- 
tem for the whole town. "Unless the 
town has a general plan on which to build 
its sewers you will go on year after year 
spending money injudiciously and

time to come a large part ol the work will 
be useless." 


The Franklin street sewer was referred 


to and the Engineer declared that if it was 
intended to carry off surface water three 
foot pipe wonld answer tbe purpose bet- 
ter than the 18 inch pipe purchased by 
the committee. He again referred to tbe 
guesswork system in vogue here showing 
how it was inadequate and that the only 
way is to calculate tbe surface to be 
drained and from the figures obtain the 
size of pipe required. 


He said that at present it waa impossi- 


ble to estimate tbe cost of tbe system as 
proposed, that a survey would have to be 
made. He also said that practically all 
of the private sewers now m use would be 
available for the new system. The idea 
eet forth iu the engineer's talk was-tbat 
the frrst thing to do is. to get tbe survey 
and from that the specifications, etc., and 
tbat after tbat the borough could build as 
much of tbe sewer as was deemed necea-

"Usually ducks will lay about two 


month* and then quit for the season but 
the dock* owned by Miss Hoke ate more 
industrious than that. According to an 
accurate record kept by their owner they 
have laid no lew than 250 eggs up to the 
present time and these valuable bird 
have not shown any sign of letting n 
on the good work. 


"Who has two ducks with a bette 


record and who can beat this? Misa 
Hoke raised 44 dock* this season for th 
market." 


Potatoes An Rolling-Use Lime. 


From several of our friends we bav 


received report! that to a large exten 
this year's crop of potatoes Is rattening 
Owing to the excessive rainfall th 
ground was too wet and the potato* 
seem to contain mote than the uaua 
amount of moisture. In a number o 
oases they are reported to have been 
found rattening In the hille. Tha pota- 
toes in the bins will have to be watched 
this year with care and the impetfec 
ones removed a* fast as they start to de- 
cay. A remedy for potato rot ia sag 
gmsted in the following note received by 
the COM FILER :

Corn Crop All Right. 


There does not seem to be much doub 


at this writing concerning the com crop 
In most of the fields the corn is eating 
nicely and there will be plenty of fodder. 
With but one or two exceptions all the 
reports received at this office indicate 
that the oats crop bis been a failure. 
Threshing reports Indicate that wheat 
has tamed oat better in some instances 
than was expected at harvest time. 


Gsneral Crop Conditions. 


The monthly report of crop conditions 


issued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Washington, up to August 1st, 
is In part as follows: 


Preliminary returns Indicate a winter 


wheat ctop of about 410,000.000 bushels, 
or an average of 12.4 bushels per acre, as 
compared with 13.8 bushels last year. 


The average condition of the oat crop 


on Augnit 1 was 79.6, as compared with 
84.3 one month ago, 89.4 on August 1, 
1802, 73.6 on August 1,1901, and a ten- 
year average of 82.6. 


The acreage of buckwheat Is less than 


that of last rear by about 500 acre*, or 
0.1 per cent. 


The average condition of potatoes on 


August Twaa 87.2, as compared with 
88.1 one month ago, 94.8 on August 1. 
1902, 62 3 at the corresponding date in 
1901, and a ten-year average of 84.5. 


Preliminary returns indicate an In- 


crease of 0.3 per cent, in the hay acre- 
age. 


Reports as to the production of clover 


indicate that nearly a full crop will be 
harvested. In point of quality the crop 
of clover is well op to high medium 
grade.

THE GODDESS OF LIBERTY GIVEN A BATH 


OF SOAP' AND WATER. 


Quarter ol a Million Dollars Spent This Sum- 


mer in Giving the Capitol a 


Cleaning. 


The Goddess of Liberty, the heroic 


figure atop the dome of the Capitol in 
Washington, has been -obscured from 
vision for days. A clumsy looking net- 
work of scaffolding greets the eye at tbe 
place where formerly the graceful liaes 
of the bronze giantess were seen. The 
explanation is found in the fact that 
after thirty years of exposure to the ele- 
ments the Goddess of Liberty is getting 
a bath. 


It ia a big undertaking to clean up the 


vast proportions of this figure. At its 
great height from the ground it appaars 
to be a statue of life siza, but In reality 
it measures twenty feet from the crown 
to the hem of the flawing robe. The 
small finger of the left hand is a foot in 
length and other features are in propor- 
tion. The entire Capitol is undergoing a 
renovating process. Instead of digni- 
fied statesmen and jurists patroling the 
corridors, tbe passageways are in charge 
of a bucket brigade. Cleaners and paint- 
ers, armed with brooms, brushes and 
other devices for establishing cleanli-

When the members 
of the Fifty-eighth Congress gather here 
next November they will view a far 
grander Capitol than any Congress has 
yet convened in.

the scaffolding about tbe Bgure 1C was 
reported that tbe gortdess was to be 
painttd. Immediately a great outcry 
arose againet wliat was believed to be a 
;errible desecration of a work ot art. 
The feara were quieted when Mr. Wood, 
superintendent on the Capilol,announced 
.hut the statue was not to ba covered 
with a coat of paitit, but ttiat his men 
were merely going to remove the collec- 
tion of dirt, ataiu and rust. Strict-orders 
were given lo use only hot water and 
aoap, no acids being allowed to enter into 
he combination for fear of mining the 
beautiful bronze tint which years alone 
-an bring. 


At some time in the back yeara a big 


blunder was made in a attempt to beau- 
ify this bronzi figure. 
Some oue 


limbed to the top of tbe dome and 
overed the face, neck and arms of the 
goddess with a patent preparation. The 
men had hardly removed their scaffold- 
ng before the material on the statue be- 
an to turn white. It ate ita way into 
he metal and left a thick white powder 
'herever it touched the bronzs. The 


metal was not permanently Injured, but 
Mt. Woods decided this year that no 
ateat washes would be employed in re- 
toring the ligure. The hot water and 
oap do not effect the'verdigris, care be- 
ng taken to preserve the deep green 
olor.

American Shipping in Ihe Foreign Trade. 
It ia a.fact that the United States of 


1810, with seven million inhabitant, 
owned more registered tonnage for over- 
sea trade than the United States of 1903, 
with a population of eighty million. " 


This tonnage in 1810 was 981,000; it is 


now 873,000 and, worse still it showed an 
actual decrease of six thousand tons from 
tbe year before. 


In 1810 American ships and American 


sailors carried 91.5. per cent, of their 
country's ocean trade, and, moreover, a 
great share of that of Europe. 


In 1861, though we had already lost our 


Atlantic steam lines and our shipbuilding 
was falling off, we still carried 65.2 per 
cent, of our own trade and some of the

trade of other nations. 


American ships last year conveyed 8 8 


per cent, of our imports and exports. 
Our registered tonnage in 1861 stood at 
2496000. It stands now at 873000 
Two thirds of our onee great and power- 
ful deep-sea fleet has vanished -and not 
one new keel for a deep-sea ship is being 
laid on either our Atlantic or Pacific 
coastline. 


Meanwhile an ever increasing fleet of 


foreign vessels throngs our pjrta and 
monopolizes Ihe carrying of more than 
nine-tenths of our import and export 
commerce. 


Tbe United States pays to these for- 


eign vessela for conveying our freights 
and passengers upwards of one hundred 
million dollars a year. Much of this 
vast sum of money goes to steamers 
which are regularly enrolled on the 
•'merchant cruiser" Hat of European gov- 
ermenls, which are manned by naval re- 
serve officers and sailors, and are avail- 
able for service against ua in war. 


The British Empire has 14.800,000 tons 


of merchant shipping ; Germany, 2 990,- 
000 tons ; France, 1,480,000 tons; Norway 
1 660,000 tons; Italy, 1,180,000 tons. By 
far the larger part of all these fleeta is 
engaged in ocean carrying. 


But the United States of America, 


which produces far more merchandise 
and now sends more abroad than any 
other nation, has a fleet registered for 
deep-sea commerce of only 873,000 Ions. 


American commerce, tbe labor in tbe 


mines, tbe forests, tbe shops and in the 
shipyards are interested in tbii question, 
and American farmers, whose product* 
supply two-thirds of tbe value, and a 
much larger portion of the bulk of our 
exports, are equally concerned with all 
other Americans in whatever will con- 
tribute to tbe employment of American 
ships, their active and sustained com- 
petion with foreign ships, and the Inevit- 
able redaction in freight rates sure to 
follow snch increased competition. 


The above facts are sufficient to put, 


all Americans to thinking, to work out 
a remedy to save and increase our ocean- 
carrying trade.
